3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
Gonzalez, patent no. 6,725,278, teaches when it has been determined that it is 

time to synchronize client time clock, the client time clock is synchronized by accessing 
the time server to obtain an accurate time reading. Accessing of the time server can be 
initiated by clock synchronizer directly, or by clock synchronizer's signaling the network 
application software. In addition, Aoyama et al., patent no. 5,990,638, teach a method 
of synchronization in communication, wherein a plurality of machines which are 
connected by means of serial communication and operating in synchronization, 
comprising the steps of: programming the propagation delay time required for a 
synchronizing signal to propagate from the transmission side to the reception side into 
the machine on the transmission or reception side as a correction value; and 
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synchronizing said nnachines by correcting said synchronizing signal by means of said 
correction value; wherein the delay time in the machine elements on the transmission 
line which is required for the synchronizing signal to propagate is programmed 
beforehand into the machine on said transmission or reception side, and at the stage 
when said plurality of machines is connected by the transnnission line, the delay time 
resulting from the transmission line is programmed into the machine on said 
transmission or reception side, the correction value being determined from these two 
delay times to correct both the synchronizing signal, and the propagation delay time, 
thus synchronizing said plurality of machines. However, the prior art of record fails to 
teach or suggest individually or in combination that a synchronized network user station 
system, comprising: a synchronization line also connecting a first and a second network 
user stations for simultaneously transmitting a time pulse and a time message 
containing a time of day from said first network user station to said second network user 
station, and a recording and adjusting means that records a time difference between an 
instant when said time pulse is received and an instant when said time message is 
received by said second network user station and adjusts the time of day contained in 
said time message according to said time difference in said second network user station 
as set forth in claims 1, 6, and 9. Claims 1-10 are allowed because of the combination 
of other limitations and the limitation listed above.
